ind "Whltehead prior to that which 
Resulted in her husband's death. She 
^•as only questioned briefly 
by 


County Attorney McKlllips and not 
at all by the attorneys for White- 
Head 


I Six witnesses were called by the 
gjtate during the afternoon and with 
the completion of their testimony 
tjhe state rested its case Charles 
Fender, the farmer for -whom White- 
head was TV-working on the thresh- 
ing- crew, identified the pitchfork 
with which Blevins was killed, as 
that which Whitehead had used 
during the day He also told of the 
Hgreement between himself Blevins 
sfnd Whltehead, as to the use of 
sjome ice that had been put up in 
the Blevins ice house. 
According 


to his testimony, Whltehead was 
•so be allowed -what ice he needed 
during the summer in pajment for 
3ls work, in helping to put up the 
ice The testomy of other witnesses 
Indicated that the fatal blow WAS 
Struck as a direct result of a Quar- 
r!el o\er Blevins1 alleged refusal to 
allow Whitehead to have more ice 
Fender said that Whitehead had 
asked him about the agreement but 
he said he had never heard White- 
head say anything against Ble% ins.

Made No Promisa. 


Assistant County Attorney Barth 


denied that he had made any prom- 
ises to Whitehead before he made 
his alleged confession as to what 
charge would be brought against 
him 
He told of Whltehead's visit 


to him on the night of the quarrel, 
when Whitehead said he believed 
he had killed Blevins and had come 
in to give himself up Barth said 
he had told Whltehead that he did

Dr. George Condra, of the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska, were the prin- 
cipal speakers at the elk banquet 
held In the Venetian room of the 
Lincoln hotel Tuesday evening by 
the Lincoln branch of the Izaak 
Walton League of America. 


Governor McMullen spoke of the 


steps that are being taken by the 
state toward the preservation of 
game in Nebraska, and of the work 
done by th.e state fisheries. 


Three lakes have already been 


purchased in Cherry county for fish 
stocking, the governor said, and 
during 1925 45 cars of fish have 
been 
distributed 
in 
Nebraska 


streams and -lakes Wells arc being 
drilled to provide fresh water for 
some of the alkali lakes and two 
deputy game -wardens have been em- 
ployed this winter to cut holes in 
the ice, letting air «n to the fish, 
he said. 
He also spoke of the game pre- 


serve along the Platte in the west- 
ern part of the state, and of plans 
contemplated by the state game de- 
partment 


Dr. Condra, head of the univer- 


sity department of conservation and 
soil survey, told of fish and game 
conditions in the state at th epres- 
ent time, illustrating his talk with 
both slides and moving pictures. 


At present there are about 122 


deer In the state, he said, and a 
few small herd of antelope, some 
of which run 
botsi 
in Nebraska 


and 
"Wyoming 
There 'are 
three 


places where deer occur, he said, 
especially around Halsey and 
In 


the Dismal river and Pine Ridge 
country. 
He had slides showing the dis- 


tribution of fish and a moving pic- 
ture which shows Dr. Raltton, of 
Alnsworth, casting for trout 
in 


Plum Creek, and the fUh hatcher- 
ies at Gretna and Benkelman. 


There are about 1,000 lakes In 


Nebraska which might be utilized 
for game purposes, he stated.

summer In June, and will be just 
as efficient as those which will be 
held at Chicago, Detroit, Kansas 
City and other eastern and mid- 
western cities during the coming 
season, it Is said. 


Although the institute 
will 
b* 


known as a Lancaster county af- 
fair persons from every section of 
the state will be eligible to attend 
and remain for the carnival 


According to A S. Moreau, first 


aid and life saving field represent- 
ative of the Red Cross with head- 
quarters at St. Louis, no charge 
will be made for attendance at the 
institute. 
To Reduce Casualties. 


The purpose of the institute is 


to increase the knowledge of first 
aid and life saving; to carry it to 
a larger number of people; and re- 
duce the number of casualties re- 
sulting from accidents and. drown- 
Ings. 
According to Mr. Moreau there 


has been a large Increase in the 
number of swimmers In tne country 
with a marked decrease in the num- 
ber of drownlngs 
over 
previous 


years. Last year he personally in- 
vestigated fortw-t»'0 drownlngrs, he 
says, and found that forty-one were 
preventable. The other was due t« 
an accident beyond human'control, 
he said. Ninety, per cent of all 
drownings, he added, are due to 
carelessness, some of the principal 
caueses being going into the -water 
too soon after eating, 
insufficient 


knowledge of life saving and stay- 
ing in the water toe long. 


Of all drowning investigated by 


Mr. Moreau but 3 per cent were 
women, he claims, "Many -were due 
to children playing on thin ice," he 
continued, adding: "As spring ap- 
proaches adults .should make it 
their duty to warn children of the 
danger of playing on ice."

While chains aie extremely 
necessary to automobile travel dur- 
ing certain periods of the winter 
care should be taken in adjusting 
them so that they do not fit too 
snugly on the tire. They should be 
amply free to permit the cross chain 
to "work" or "slip" around the en- 
tire tire surface. If chains are tight 
they cause extra pressure on the 
casings and the links cut into the 
tread. 
Care also should be taken 


when applying a partly worn chain, 
to be sure that the worn sltfes of 
the cross links are never against the 
tire. In other words, never reverse 
a chain after it once is put Into 
service as the sharp edges of the 
worn link will cut Into the tread 
rubber.

Then there Is liabil- 
ity insurance, whereby the owner 
is protected against the loss from 
personal Injury to another.

*rorn so successfully for a period of time by Gandh), 
the great Hindu teacher, -who has announced his 
retirement from Indian politics In order to devote 
himself to popularizing the "charka" or »«*~™ 
lor cotton spinning Her election to the office of 
president of the Indian National congress, the place 
held by Gandhi, la the first time a woman has been 
chosen to a dominant role In the affairs of the In- 
dian nation. 
What a task It Is which confronts Sarojml Naidu. 
There is nothing In her early life and training to 


indicate she can succeed even to the extent which 
Gandhi did. She Is but 47 years of age, born in 187 
at Hyderabad, the medieval capital of the powerful 
Mohammendan Nizam, of a distinguished family of 
Brahmins. Her father, Dr. Agornath Chattopadhya, 
a versatile scholar, was able to give her unusually 
splendid training- and could gratify her longing for 
an education in London. She was sent to a woman s 
college at Glrton. Cambridge, and shortly became the 
darling of London's literary 
world in the" 
nine- 


ties. Her poetic efforts in verse were hailed 
and 


•widely acclaimed by the most notable figures in Eng- 
lish literature of that day because she succeeded In 
translating the aspirations, the traditions and the 
philosophy of that far eastern 
country into the 


purest of English verse. 


But it is a far cry from the quiet, harmonious at- 


mosphere of London, drawing rooms to the turbulent, 
strident chamber of the 
Indian 
congress. 
India's 


problem is both economic and political; It embraces 
a caste system which has thrown a blight over a land 
for countless years, and an overcrowding population, 
which has not been able to eke out a miserable ex- 
istence from the soil which has been drawn upon 
for centuries. The one calls for political reform; the 
other calls for economic relief. 


Sarojini Naidu's most immediate task is to break 


down that which has been imbred in the Hindu peo- 
ple for hundreds of years. Few of the attributes of 
modern civilization can be brought to India until 
caste is broken down. Mrs. Naidu possesses an ad- 
vantage in this struggle which Gandhi lacked. He 
rose from the masses. His claims of equality and 
brotherhood were viewed with suspicion by the pow- 
erful Bralimin hierarchy, which 
could not forget 


Gandhi was "lowborn"1 and which recognized his 
democratic rospel wa* aimed at their ancient caste 
privileges and powers. Mrs. Naidu, sharing Gandhi's 
sympathies for the Ignorant, miserable masses, at 
the same time commands the respect of the hierarchy 
from which she came. She is a dynamic figure, ot 
' powerful appeal, and may succeed in uniting those 


elements which heretofore have remained aloof. 


The economic problem, which is no less serious 


than the political, presents greater difficulties. In-. 
dia lacks modern methods. She needs machinery to 
improve her agricultural activities. She needs the 
incentive and inspiration of newer and more virile 
races. She must be rescued from the methods and 
habits and thoughts of the past— a task which until 
now has been insurmountable. India is what she is 
very largely 
because the 
peculiar 
philosophical 


thought and habits of her peoples are stronger than 
•my of the forces -which have come to disturb the 
calm 'and serenity of her life, 


Sarojini Naidu Is the new Joan of Arc, come to 


lead her people from the rather humble material 
heritage of hundreds of years, to a new outlook On 
life which they have heretofore resented. 
It Js a 


xnlghty task which confronts a frail woman. 


CALAMITY TALK AGAIN DISPROVEN. 


Another very convincing: evidence of agricultural 


Nebraska's substantial prosperity is found in the rec- 
ord of net earnings by the Union Pacific railroad 
during 1925, which Increased by more than $2,000,000 
over those of the previous year.

000. compared -with 538,000.000 last year. 
The 1925 


net Income was sufficient to pay $15.24 dividend on 
each share of common stock. Regular dividends of 
10 percent were paid, the remainder being applied to 
other obligations or transferred to surplus account. 
Union Pacific stock commands a price of 148 or 
more in the market, being second only to the Cana- 
dian Pacific among all North American railroads. 


Other Nebraska carriers also did well In 1925. The 


Burlington's system net earnings were over $28,000?! 
000, and it also paid 10 percent dividends besides 
adding to its surplus. The Northwestern realized a 
profit of $21,000,000 last year, which was $3,000,000 
more than in 1924. The Missouri Eaciflc, which was 
forced Into receivership a few years ago, made a 
vigorous comback In 1925, with net earnings of $18,- 
000.000 — a gain of $2,200.000 — and Its stock is selling 
for about twice as much as a year ago.

A TEMPORARY M*A»ORB. 


There in little likelihood th« tax bill which cornea 


from conference will pleaae 
anyone. Legislation 


fashioned as thia tax bill has 
been 
modelled is 


never satisfactory. It represents the fruits of barter 
and compromise without even the flimsiest pretext 
of having been conceived with an idea of obaervlng 
the fundamental principles of Juatlce. 


Chairman Green of the House conferees lends the 


encourarement that when the bill again emerges, it 
will contain a provision for an inheritance tax In modi- 
fied form upon the estates of the very rich. If this 
be true. It is not because of any recognition of the 
Justice of such a tax. It Is because the government 
needs the money to meet Its running expenses. What 
may be said of the Inheritance tax may be applied 
with equal force to arrangement of the surtax sched- 
ules and In every other Instance where wealth was 
given advantages and shown favoritism. 


President Coolldge and Secretary Mellon and the 


congressional leaders in both* republican and demo- 
cratic ranks shaped this bill to meet' the wishes of the 
extremely rich men of this country. 
They did it 


openly and brazenly although every bit of cumula- 
tive evidence in. the last two years has denied the 
truth of their contentions in support of their posi- 
tion. Mr. Mellon insisted the bill passed by the coal- 
lltion of democrats and Insurgents over a year ago 
would drive wealth into tax-exempt securities and 
would produce less revenue than if capital was shown 
greater consideration. 
Mr. Mellon's position was 


proved false. The bill actually produced $300,000,000 
more than he claimed it would, resulting in a sur- 
plus of that amount. 
He and Mr. Coolidge and 


their associates have been repudiated by every show- 
ing compiled from treasury figures. And yet. in the 
face of these facts, a measure has been put through 
congress which is 
even more generous to great 


wealth than Mr. Mellon contemplated. 
Mr. Mellon 


planned to relieve 12.000 millionaires of $90,000,000 in 
taxes; this bill gives B,«94 millionaires a tax reduction 
of 1275,000,000 on the basis of the 1924 returns. 


There will come a day when the American people 


will punish the men who have done this indefensible 
thing. 


Privilege and favoritism may temporarily rear their 


heads but they cannot survive. 


SENATE REPRESENTATION. 


It is not at all probable that the change in the 


composition of the United States senate proposed by 
Prof. William Seal Carpenter of the political science 
department of Princeton university 
will 
ever be 


brought about, but his proposal Is nevertheless an 
interesting one. In a book, "Democracy and Repre- 
sentation," which has just been issued. Prof. Car- 
penter urges that senators. Instead of being elected 
by states, should be selected from six sections of the 
country. 


The six sectional divisions suggested by the au- 


thor are. New England, the middle Atlantic states, 
the old northwest, between the great lakes and the 
Ohio river, the south, the middle west, extending to 
the Rocky mountains, and the Pacific coast states. 
These various divisions, he says, are distinct group- 
ings, according to economic interests and social char- 
acteristics. 


Prof. Carpentertsays in his argument that the pres- 


ent apportionment of membership in the senate is 
based upon artificial groupings of population, the 
equal representation of the states being a vestige 
of political environment that has'passed away. In 
the interest of democracy, he asserts, it should be 
done away with. The( senate, as It now exists, says 
the Princeton man, does not fairly represent either 
the people or their political or economic interests. 
He says that the states have declined in importance, 
though the representation given them in the senate al- 
lows them a specious control in the national govern- 
ment 


The author claims to see in his proposed reforma- 


tion of the senate a rememdy for centralization and 
bureaucracy, but there are some who might take an 
opposite view. The effect would of course depend 
to a great extent upon the details of the 
scheme. 


Were the west and south accorded as great an In- 
fluence in legislation as is enjoyed by the east and 
northeast the change would be a highly welcomed 
one to people of this part of the country. And lor 
that very reason it will never be made. The favored 
sections are In control and they will moct certainly 
never relinquish their advantage.

During the 
total phase the degree of darkness 
was about that of early twilight. 
Standing beside an observatory 
wall I had no difficulty during the 
"total phase" in seeing the rather 
faint pencil marks with which I 
sketched the outlines of the, coronal 
streamers. 
Most of the light, while the sun's 
face was completely hidden behind

A small part was 
due to reflection from the illumin- 
ated atmosphere of the earth situ- 
ated beyond the borders of the cone

A slight 
addition of light also 
came from the stars, for in the 
deepest night, when the sky is clear 
of cloud and mist, the united rays 
of the stars always produce a per- 
ceptible illumination of the earth. 
They continue their contribution all 
day, too, but when the sun is shin- 
ing it is like a trickle of water 
added to the ocean and of course 
utterly unnotlceable and 
unmeas- 


ureable. 


The snowy landscapes 
during 
the recent eclipse helped to increase 
the general 
illumination of sur- 
rounding objects by their reflec- 
tion of what light there was. 
If the sun 
should be suddenly 
blotted out the resulting darkness 
would fall Instantaneously over the 
eartb. I cannot Imagine whence 
you derive the 
idea that 
there 
would be light for twelve years af- 
terward. 
There would be none for 


twelve seconds. 
The earth does not emit visible 
radiation of its own, as the 
sun 
does. 
Neither does the moon nor 
any of the planets. All of these 
derive their illumination from the 
sun. But the stars of course, be- 
ing themselves suns, would con- 
tinue to shine after 
our sun had 
been extinguished. From them men 
would continue toi receive a faint 
"starlight" to which their eyes 
might become so accustomed—(if 
they could retain their lives after 
the 
extinguishment of the sun)— 
that they would not wandef in utter 
darkness and might after some 
generations, begin to worship the 
greater stars as our predecessors 
once worshipped the sun. 
But they would never see 
the 
moon, except occasionally 
when 
it passed over some star or star 
cluster—a 
mysterious 
obscuring 
blackness. So, too, the invisible 
planets would once in a. while oc- 
cult a star. Yet on these slender 
bases they could, if they retained 
the intellectual 
qualities of their 
race, build up a new astronomy and 
reconstruct by theory and observa- 
tion the vanished, night-hidden, 
solar system, very much as the as- 
tronomers of today make 
mental 
pictures of huge dark bodies mov- 
ing around and among the shining 
stars, and discover the laws of their 
movements and their shapes- and* 
relations as accurately as if they 
could be seen. 
But, alas! we cannot 
suppose 
that the human race, or any of the 
living- forms which we now know 
on the earth, would be able to sur- 
vive in the 
absence of the sun's 
radiation. The life of the sun itself 
would be gone with Its light, and 
around a "dead"' sun 
only dead 
planets would circulate. 
Yet star- 
light Is but sunlight enfeebled by 
the effects of 
distance, and it is 
open to any one to speculate on the 
possibility that the rays of Slrlus, 
Arcturus, Vega, 
Betelgeuse. Alde- 
baran, Capella. and the great far- 
off "sun-clouds," might 
sometime 
awake on the abandoned earth a 
new race of beings, as delicate In 
organization as the 
shimmering- 
star beas, 
but not on that 
ac- 
count less capable of comprehend- 
ing the universe.
